9.Ships,and neareeutn hundred peopleall fafely,and in good health. 

The admirable deliuerance of diuers Ships z and namely, of the Tzger, 
which being driven ſtrangely neare 200.leagues out of her courſe, fell in-

Maſter Berkleys letters afſure vs, that there is not a more fit place for 


Iron-workes then in 77rginia, both for wood, water,mines,and ſtone : and 
that by Whitſonride next, we may rely vpon Iron made by him. 

The Plants of Cotron-wooll trees tliat came out of the Veſt Indies, pro- 
ſper exceeding well,and the Cotton-wooll-ſeeds from the Mogels Coun- 
trey comevp,and grow : Samples of it they haue ſent; and this commo- 
dity they hope this yeete to bring to a good perfeCtion and quantity.

Our Frenchmen aſſure vs that no Countrey in the world is more pro. 
per for Vines, Silke,Oliues,Rice,8c. then Yirgin7a, and thatirt excelleth 
their owne, Countrey, The Vines being in abundance naturally ouerall 
the Countrey: a taſte of which wine they haue already ſent vs, with hope 
the next yereto ſend vs agood unieny. Tt 

Therebe ;Mulbery trees in wonderfull abundance, and much excellin g 
both in goodneſle and greatneſſe thoſe of their Countrey of Lanzuedoce. 
To the Fall perfe&ing of both which rich commodities of Wine and 
Silke,there wanteth nothing but hands. And of the Mulberies may bee 
made alſo od wholeſome Wine for the people there. 

And of Metraiere Pletrne in thEcountry they haue made good drink. 

Salt-workesare erc&ing (the proper place being now found, as the Ro. 
oth certifie ys) whereby many, Ships will tranſport pegple atcaſier 
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rates hereafter, finding Salt thereto furniſh them for the great and profi- 
table fiſhings 'vpon that Coaſt, whither 20. ſaile of Ships went this 
laſt yezre outof the Weſterne parts of England,befides the Ships former- 
ly mentioned. | 

Maſter 10h Porey hath of late made a diſcovery into the great Bay 
Northward (yet at the bottome of irhe was nor, reſeruing ir to a ſecond 
Voyage)whereare now ſertled neare 100. Engl;ſh very happily, with 
hope of a good Trade of Furres there to be had. And Terra Lemmnia was 
ſetit vs fromthence, which is found as good as that of Turkey, and is in 
great abundance to be had. 

In Febcuary laſt he likewiſe diſcouered to the South Riuer, ſome 60. 


miles ouer land from vs,a very fruitfull and pleaſant Countrey, full of Ri-. 


uers,whereinare two harueſts in one yeere (the great King giving him 
friendly enrertainment,and defirous to make a league with vs) hee found 
alſo there in greatquantity of the fame Sz/ke.graſſe,(as appearethby the 
ſamples ſent vs) wherof Maſter Herrott in his booke 1587. makes rclation, 
who then brought home ſomeof ir,withwhich a picce of Grogeran was 
made,and giuen to Queene Elizabeth, and ſome heere who haue lived in 
the Eaſt Indies affirme, that they makeall their Cambaya Stuffes of this, 
and Cotten-wooll. 

Alſo in his paſſage by land,Maſter Porey diſcovered a Countrey,full of 
Pine trees,aboue twenty miles long,whereby a great abundance of Pitch 
and T arre may be made: and other forts of woods there were, fic for Pot- 
aſhes and Sope-aſhes. G 

The 14:ans haue made relation of a Copper-mine, that isnot far from 
thence, how they gather ir,& theſtrange making ot it: a piece wherof was 
ſent home, being tound (after triall)very excellent metall. Zigetenant Per- 
kinſon & other Enzliſh Gentlemen in their voyage haue made relation of 
a China box ſeene at one of the Kingshouſes,who declared that ir was ſent 
him from the Weſt,by a King that dwels ouerthe greathils,whoſe Coun- 
rrey is neare the Sea, hc. bhauing that box from a People, as he ſaid, that 
come thirher in Ships, and weare clothes, and dwell in houſes, and are 
called Acanackchina. And he offered our peo-ple that hee would ſend his 
brotheralong with them to that King: which the Gouernour purpoſeth 
nor to refuſe, hoping thereby to diſcouer the South Sea, fo long talked of. 

Aſmall Shipcomming in Deccmber laſt from the Suzzmer-llands, to 
Virginia, brought thicher from thence theſe Plants,viz. Vines of all forts, 


Orange and Leman trees, Sugar canes,Caſſado roots ( that make bread) _ 


Pines,Plantans Poratoes,and ſundry other 7n4jan fruites and plants, not 
formerly ſeenc in Yireinia,which begin to proſper very well.
